[ Occaſion ; but extraordinary Diſeaſes muſt have ex- 

traordinary Remedies. The Malicious Endeavours 
of my Enemies have ſo poiſoned the Minds of ſome of 
my Sul jects, that by the Reports I have from all Hands, 
I have Reaſon to believe, That very many do not think 
this Son with which God hath bleſſed Me, to be Mine, 
but a Suppoſed Child.

"TT Hat a little before Ten of the Clock in the Morning, 
on the Tenth of June 1688. the Deponent was in 
the Queen's little Bed-Chamber at St. James's, where the 
Deponent ſaw the Prince of Wales in Mrs. Labadie's Lap 
by the Fire ſide; the Deponent deſired to ſee the Linnen 
and Blankets opened in which he was wrapped ; which 
being done, the Deponent ſaw it was a Male Child, and 
the Navel-ſtring hanging down to, or below the Virile 
parts, with a Ligature upon it, not far from the Body, 
ut did not ſee any After-burthen, hanging at, or joined 
to it, not being at the Birth; The Deponznt aſked: how 
long he had been Born, the ſtanders by told him, At 
three Quarters of an Hour after Nine of the Clock, the 
Queen was delivered.
